Taiping Rebellion, bat" Tsena was not so 
eusily to be induced to quit the scene of his 
power and glory.in the South. Ho repeated- 
ly refused to go to the capital, making the 
characteristic excuse that he was too old a 
man to walk or ride, and could not go ina

officials. Warly in 1870, however, it will be 
recollected he was appointed to .the Vics- 
royalty of Chilhi, and he then at Inst,quitted 
the post at Nankin which he bad so long 
filled.
